Lawmakers keep up 
squabble on tax deal 


D WASHINGTON Senate Republicans and Democrats 
remain far apart in their effort to avert the year-end 
onset of spending cuts and tax increases that could trigger 
a new recession, Majority Leader Harry Reid said Sunday 
“There’s still significant distance between the two sides, 
but negotiations continue,” Reid said as Congress held a 
rare Sunday session in a bid to avoid the so-called fiscal cliff. 
“There’s still time left to reach an agreement, and we intend 
to continue negotiations.” 

No votes will be held Sunday but Reid said there may be 
further announcements when the Senate reconvenes Mon- 
day morning: “I certainly hope so.” 

With barely a day left to avert what economists predict 
will be a one-two punch to the U.S. economy, talks hit what 
a Democratic source called a “major setback” when Repub- 
licans insisted that changes to how Social Security benefits 
are adjusted for inflation be included. Republicans have 
dropped that demand, but “they never should have been on 
the table to begin with,” Reid said. 

Using what’s known as “chained CPI” would change 
the way Social Security benefits are adjusted for inflation, 
meaning that future Social Security recipients would re- 
ceive less money over time. Democrats consider this pros- 
pect a “poison pill,” the source said, and GOP senators said 
later it wouldn’t be included. 

“If that is a show-stopper for the majority leader, we will 



take that off the table,” New Hampshire Sen. Kelly Ayo- 
tte told reporters after coming out of a Republican caucus 
meeting Sunday afternoon. 

With the clock running down, Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell appealed to Vice President Joe Biden to 
help “jump-start” talks. 

“I want everyone to know I’m willing to get this done, 
but I need a dance partner,” McConnell (R-Kentucky) said.
